A piece of ground in Melbourne, having a 
frontage of 30 feet, with a depth of 150 feet, 
was disposed of at the enormous prtce of £370 
a foot, or £11,100 for the 80 feet. Undoubt- 
edly this is the highest price ever paid for 
land in any of the Colonies.
